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On May 23, I received 4 letter from Mr. HcAllis ter, stating, "With vour 
permission, I would like te share it widely within the circle of the AFSC 
and sore of my peripheral contacts. If you have about 100 copies available, 
+ could use thems if if not, may + have your permission to duplicate it?" On 
May 29, I replied to Mr. McAlliste er, saying that he could use the statement 
only if he did so without using my name. On June 9, I happened to run into 
Mr, HeAllister on a business trip. to Washin¢ton, 5.C. He reiterated his 
interest in my meio, and I reiterated my insistence on anonymity. “esa 
"Didn't the San Vrancisco office ever get in touch with you?" ‘ith sinking 
heart, I replied, "No." We said, "Well, I'm afraid things may have progre essed 
too I said to hin that I world expect him to’ get in touch with 
his : P office at once, to set the matter right, Apparentiy he did 
not d even if he had, it may already have been ‘60 late, 
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On Fuly 3, I wrote to Hr, Quinn of the arse ie ie an explanation 

of his unilateral action, and asking fe nig he x ns te whom conies 
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The followine day, duly 22, I learned of aninteresting development t hat 
had taken place in Empalme, ‘exico, the day after I had left. The interviewer 
for my research project had remained there, with the expectation that he would 
continue to interview prospective braceros for another five days. On July 17, 
however, my interviewer had been ejected fron the reeruiting station, his i ; 
interviewing materials taken fron him, and told that he could do no further {55% ... 
interviewing. On the evening of the 22nd, uy interviewer telephoned me from 3A) 
Imperial Valley, where he makes his home and does most of his work for me, 
He had been summoned to the office of the El Centro bracere hiring center, and 
subjected to a long period of interrogation by the menager regarding my 
AFSC memo. He vas told that he could do no further interviewing until the U.S. 
Department of Labor (which operates the Empalme and Fl -entro centers) had 
investigated ma, 


By this time, I was trvly alarmed, so I telephored my immediate superior 
at. the University of California, “erkeley. He indicated that a member of 
officials of the University were concerned, and felt that an attemt would 
probably be made by certain merbers of the Legislature to embarrass the 
University with my statement, the next time University officlAls appeased 
before. the Appropriations Committees md asked far funds. (The University's 
name does not. appear anywhere in my mere.) My stperior, Or. Edward forers, 
felt that all IT sould do vas submit ta hin a detailed explanation of the 
situation and now 4 got inte it, and try to ride ovt the storm, On July. 
23, i sent him such an explanation, together with a fully annotated copy 
of the fateful. memo. 


On July 2h, 7 replied to Hr, Stewart, Director of the State Denartment 
of Exployment, in the most. mollifying terms I conld summon. (A carbon copy 
of this letter is anpended as Attachsent Lh.) Alse on duly 2h, wy wife 
received 4 third ancrgy nous telephone call, seeking information about me. 

On the morning of duly 25, I attempted to head off further trouble by 
writing to the regional dircetor of the 1.5. Derartrent of Labor in Zan 
Francisco, and explaining the entire unhapny situation. On the efternoon 
of July 25, what should I receive but a letter from the deputy regional 
director of the 0.5, Jepartrent of Labor in San -renciseo, demanding 
support of tr “charges” in very much the seme terms as thee employed in 
Mr. Stewart's letter. (Copy attached ag Attachment 5,) 


On July 26, I replied to Hr. Huxley, the deputy regional director. 
(Copy abbached ae Attaciment 6.) At noor, when I wert home ‘or lunch, I 
get a teleshone call fron ¥.9.Crittenden, of the Los Anveles office of the 
Ue. Devartment of Labor, asking me te come inte his office to explain the 


shings T had said in my memorandum. IT declined to do so, but invited Mr. 
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On this same day, I also wrote to “Yr. Walter Francis, manager of the 
bracero oon ter at “1 Centro, explaining the situation in the most tactful 
picasa ZI eould, with the implication that I hoped the harrassment of my 
interviewer would ston. I misht note, parenthetically, that it nas now been 
ten days er wore since I wrote iessrse. Francis, Kuxley, Srockway, and Goodwin 
of the Denartment of Labor, and I have not had a reply from any of thems 


On Monday, July 29, I had a telephone call from Pr. Crittenden cancelling 
our discussion of the following evenins, and declining to set a future 
appointment, Also on July 29, I had a renly from Dr, Rogers of the University 
of California, stating that my explanation had been received but that he 
“camot endorse my judgment on this matter.” 


tn July 32, 1 reesived snother letter from Mr, Tazgaban, m interviewer 
in ioe. inperial Valley » Harrassnents are being stepped up. aE haat have 
bsen made to get My. Tagaban to resign his position with ty project, and 
when he refused, dark hinto were dropped that “he might soon have a new(ee , A thelins 
bose iat. Tagaban also reported that br. Francis ani A aie Assistant Manager 
of the “1 Centro oracero center have been investiyating me by interrogating 
everyore at the center wno has ever mow ue. 


On Suypust 1, I was finally soved to seek help, because £ received a 
letter from H.W.ctewart, couched in the most inm pebiets and trutulent tones, 
and demanding “specific information" or else suffer the consequences.

(Stewart's second letter attached as Attaclusant 6.) 2% seemed to me that 
the consequences he probably had in mind were the peep ig of my emplor~ 
ments by the University, and the searing of the report whieh I hore to lesue 
on the basis of my research findings. A man in as niet . a position as Mr, 
Stewart no doubt has a lot of influence at the University of California, 
and could probaily make his implied threats stick. I don't mind say ing 
eitened, for there are five moubhs to feed in my household, and 
T have no prosnects of other employment if i'm fired by the University. 


T have drafted a repl: to fr. Jtewart (see J Attactsacnt 9), but I have 
ns Sutanbing of sending it, ‘or I no loner trust myaclé to deal with the
